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Man, 76, Stabs 
Grocer to Death 


In Cucamonga ° 


Vincente Benegas, 76, 31 Hum- 
boldt street, Cucamonga, confess- 
ed last night that he fatally stab- 
bed John Montez, 45, Cucamonga 
grocer, following an argument in 
a Cucamonga cafe Saturday eve- 
ning, sheriff's deputies said today. 

Arrested nearly 24 hours after 
the fatal encounter took place, 
Benegas was brought to Upland 
and lodged in city jail. Deputy 
Sheriff Charles Jones sid he 
readily admitted the crime when 
questioned here. 

According to’ eyewitness ac- 
counts, Benegas *had chailetiged 
Montez to a fight, the latter re- 
fusing on account of the differ- 
ences in their ages. 

Benegas then left the “restaur- 
ant, witnesses related, returning 
a few moments later with an 
open pen knife with which he 
allegedly committed the stabbing, 
He later fled from the scene, but 
was apprehended at a Cucamonga 
filling station. 

The body of Montez, who died 
almost immediately, was brought 
to Stone’s mortuary. No date for 
the inquest has been set, pending 
word from the coroner’s office in 
San Bernardino, 

Deputy Sheriff Ernest Mehl of 
the Cucamonga office said charges 
against Benegas would not be filed 
until the inquest is held. He is to 
be removed to the county jail in 
San Bernardino pending prelimin- 
ary hearing.

Underground 
Expert Says 


WASHINGTON, Jnue 2 (®)— 
An army expert on atomic age 


weapons declared today that 
Washington should start “right 
now” to put its vital units of gov- 
ernment underground to shield 
them from possible A-bomb at- 
tack. 

Lt. Col. David B. Parker, assign- 
ed from the engineer corps to the 
secret “armed forcés special wea- 
pons project,” expressed this op- 
inion in an article written for the 
unofficial service publication, the 
Coast Artillery Journal.

Senate Plans 
To Act On 
Merger Bill 


WASHINGTON, June 2 (#P)-— 
The Senate. Republican policy 
committee today put Army-Navy 
unification legislation on _ its 
schedule for action and Chairman 
Taft (R-Ohio) forecast its consid- 
eration next month in the Senate. 

The committee's decision came 
on the heels of a presidential com- 
mission's report calling for an im- 
mediate universal military train- 
ing law. 

With lawmakers sharply split 
over the training question, Sena- 
tor Hill (D-Ala) told a reporter 
the commission's assertion that 
American military forces have be- 
come “ hollow’ shell" presents a 
“powerful argument” for speedy 
passage of the unification meas- 
ure. 

The commission said in its re- 
port, made public last night, that 
either the United States inaugur- 
ates a $1,750,000,000-to-$2 ,000,000,- 
000-a-year military training sys- 
tem and spends more billions on 
preparedness or it invites possible 
“extermination” in atomic war- 
fare. 

It recommended a six months 
basic course for most young men 
of 18. 


Stop Credit 
To Hungary 


WASHINGTON, June 2 (#)— 
Secretary of State Marshall to- 
day ordered postponement of an 
unused half of a $30,000,00 credit 
to Hungary, where a _ pro-com- 
munist regime has just been set 
up with Russian support. 

In a statement Marshall also 
said the United States “wishes 
every success” for the new non- 
communist Italian regime’ formed 
by Prime Minister Alcide De Gas- 
peri. 

Marshall made no promise as to 
when or how the aid would be 
given. A department official not- 
ed that Marshall has said there 
were many ways in which this 
government could help Italy in its 
poatw ar difficulties.

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Cuts to Start 
July 1, Apply 
For Full Year 


WASHINGTON, June 2 (#)-—- 
The House stamped its final ap- 


proval today on Republican-backed 


legislation to reduce income taxes 
July 1, by $4,300,000,000 annually. 
Routine Senate sanction is expect- 
ed to follow tomorrow. The vote 
was 220 to 99. 

The bill then would go to Pres- 
ident Truman, confronting him 
with one of his biggest decisions 
since the GOP took control of Con- 
gress—-on the question whether to 
veto it. The president has con- 
tended this is not the time for 
tax cutting. 

The legislation, first bill intro- 
duced in the House when Congress 
convened in January, would trim 
individual income taxes from 10.5 
to 30 per cent beginning July 1. 
Here's how it works: 

1. Wage tax withholdings would 
be reduced July . 

2. The tax slash on an annual 
basis would be 30 per cent for 
persons with taxable income (af- 
ter exemptions and deductions) of 
$1,000 or less. This would mean 
the 30 -per*cent~cut would “apply 
to single persons with total earn- 
ing, before exemptions and deduc- 
tions, up to $1,556; married per- 
sons $2,222; married couples with 
‘hild $2,777; married couplés 
with two children, $3,000. 

3. Persons with taxable income 
between $1,000 and $1,400 would 
get a flat $67 annual tax reduc- 
tion or a 20 per cent cut of their 
tax bill, whichever is most: 

4. The tax reduction would be _ 
20 per cent for taxable incomes 
above $1,400 and up to $37,000; 15 
per cent on taxable incomes from 
$137,000 to $302,000, and 10,5 per 
cent on any income over $302,000. 

5. The measure reduced the pres- 


ent ceiling of 85.5 per cent at 
which any income can be taxed, 
to 81 per cent in 1947 and 76.5 in 
1948. 


6. Persons over 65 years old are 
given an extra personal exemption 
of $500, bringing their exemptions 
to a total of $1,000. 

If the bill takes effect July 1, 
taxpayers will find their percent- 


age cuts reduced by half when 
applied to all their income for 
1947. That is, a taxpayer in the 
20 per cent reduction bracket 


would get only a 10 per cent cut 
for the whole of calendar 1947, 
although he would receive the full 
20 per cent reduction on his 1948 
income.

GI Insurance 
Reinstatement 


Pointing out the fact that many 
recently discharged veterans are 
not able to pass ordinary insurance 
examinations, Leo J. Murphy of 
the local veterans’ office warned 
ex-GIs that insurance can still be 
reinstated without an examina- 
tion until August 1. 

Regarding the conversion of in- 
surance, Murphy stated, that vet- 
erans should keep in mind. that 
there are two definite choices from 
which to select when converting. 

GI policies may be converted. to 
straight insurance consisting of or- 
dihary life, 30 pay life, and 20 pay 
life in order of their cost with 
the last most expensive. 

In addition veterans may con- 
vert to 65 year endowment, 60 
year endowment and 20 year en- 
dowment, the first being the 
cheapest and the last most ex-; 
pensive. . 8 

Each of these alternates has its 
own advantage but veterans should 
determine: what will be most ad- 
vantageous to them in regards to 
age and amount of premium they 
are able to afford.
